livered an hour’s speech in support) 
of the measure. 

Senator Simmons, Democrat, ‘for 
North Cnrolina, charged the Repub-| 
lieans with attempting to transfer | 
“a lot of comrmodities from the free) 
to the dutiadle list’ by the use of) 
an anti-dumping clause, and argued | 
that those provisions were certain to) 
prove a handicap instead of a re-)| 
lief to agriculture. } 

“Some benefit will come to the} 
farmers through the tariff items in| 
the Dill,” Mr. Simmons said, “but} 
those benefits will be absorbed many | 
times over by the burdens which 
will be added to the already bard- 
ened backs of the farmers.” 

The senator referred to the anti- 
dumping provisions later @s mak- 
ing the manufacturing interests 
beneficiaries of the bill. 

Mr. Simmons, predicted a clash be- 
ween the senate and the house 
hen the measure goes to confer- 
nee. Republican leaders in the 
ee, he said, “were wedded,” to 
énti-dumping and currency con- 
sion plans carried in the Hill as 
ssed by the house, but stricken 
t by committee in the senate and 
added that he believed the house 
uld compel the senate to write 
in the bill again.
